DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
lrwin(6,937,148). 

-- In considering claims 8-14, the claimed subject matter that is met by Irwin includes: 

1) the housing is met by the housing(42) of the base station(14); 

2) the at least one sensor for determining temperature and relative humidity of a 
period of time in predetermined intervals is met the RF local temperature sensor(430) 
and humidity sensor(432), column 1 1 , lines 45 et seq); 

3) the control/evaluation unit is met by the controller digital controller(422) 

4) the memory unit is met by the (ROM and RAM, 426 and 424); 

5) the alarm, critical value, tolerance value, and historical information is met(see: 
column 15, lines 1 et seq; column 22, lines 9-58).
